As to the Dower of the Sereniflima Tnfanta Catharina, af- 
ſigned upon the Caſloms of Foja in the Kingdom of Naples, of 48000 Duck- 
ets of yearly revenue , or fuch other quantity as ſhall appear by the' Books 
of the Royal Chamber of that Kingdom ; about which Dower, there'is ſome 
difference betwixt the Duke of S2voy and the Duke of Modens, his Catholick

In 
that laſt caſe, ſhall, in the mean while, remain tothe ſaid Duke of Savoy, all 
reaſons, aCtions and rights to proſecute the ſame in Juſtice, and caule it to be 
declared, to whom doth the propriety of the ſaid Dower belong. After which 
udgment or particular Conyention, that may intervene between the ſaid 
kes, his Catholick Maje\ty ſhall. pay, without difficulty, the revenew of 
the ſaid Dower, to ſuch of them to whom the ſame ſhall be found to belong 
by a definitive fentence of. Juſtice, or -by an accommodation made between 
the ſaid Dukes of Savoy and Modens..
